LDS  Lecture  Series  launched  today 


Dr.  Neal  A.  Maxwell,  commissioner  of 
education  for  the  LDS  Church,  will 
inaugurate  a new  series  of  addresses 
featuring  LDS  scholars  when  he  speaks 
today  at  4:15  p.m.  in  the  HFAC  de  Jong 
Concert  Hall. 

The  purpose  of  the  “Commissioner’s 
Lecture  Series”  is  to  provide  a means  by 
which  students  and  the  general  public  can 
hear  LDS  scholars  who  have  achieved  in 
their  particular  disciplines. 

The  program  is  co-sponsored  by 
M axwell’s-  office  and  the  ASBYU 
Academics  Office: 

In  the  first  of  the  series,  Dr.  Maxwell 
will  introduce  the  lecture  program  and  its 
purposes.  He  is  a popular  speaker  among 
educational,  civic  and  religious  groups, 
and  has  been  the  Church’s  Commissioner 
since  August  1970. 


Prior  to  that,  he  served  as  executive 
vice-present  at  the  U.  of  U.,  previously 
being  vice-president  for  planning  and 
public  affairs,  dean  of  students,  assistant 
to  the  president,  and  assistant  director  of 
public  relations. 

Since  receiving  his  bachelor’s  degree  in 
1952  and  master’s  in  1961  in  political 
science  at  the  U.  of  U.,  he  has  been 
awarded  an  honorary  Doctor  of  Laws 
degree  from  the  U.,  and  an  honorary 
Doctor  of  Letters  degree  from 
Westminster  College. 

The  series  will  occur  at  several  locations 
across  the  U.S.  during  the  next  year, 
including  several  locations  around  the 
intermountain  region,  featuring  some  11 
different  scholars. 

Maxwell  has  worked  on  many  levels  for 
governmental  reform,  serving  as  Chairman 


of  the  Utah  Constitutional  Commission, 
which  was  successful  in  securing' passage 
of  the  “Gateway”  amendment  in  1970. 
He  served  as  a member  of  UTEGO 
(Utahns  for  Effective  Government)  and  as 
chairman  of  its  task  force  on  local 
government  organization.  In  1966  he 
served  as  chairman  of  the  committee  to 
Study  Legislative  Organization  and 
Function  to  strengthen  Utah’s 
Legislature.  This  committee  was 
reactivated  in  1968  to  take  the  lead, 
successfully,  in  securing  passage  of 
Propositions  1 and  2 and  constitutional 
amendments  to  strengthen  Utah’s 
Legislature. 

Also  active  in  civic  affairs,  Maxwell 
served  on  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the 
Salt  Lake  Area  Chamber  of  Commerce 
and  has  served  as  president  of  the  Milton 
Bennion  Memorial  Foundation 
established  to  honor  the  former  educator.

Executive  Council  today 


By-law  votes  scheduled 


The  ASBYU  Executive  Council  faces  a 
schedule  packed  with  weighty  decisions 
today  headed  by  votes  on  Constitutional 
revision. 

The  session,  which  is  open  to  students, 
will  begin  at  5:10  p.m.  in  347  ELWC. 
Concerning  student  attendance  at  Council 
meetings,  President  Reed  Wilcox  said 
yesterday,  “I’m  all  for  it,”  and  explained 
that  students  could  enter  in  on  Council 
debate  “on  a limited  basis.” 

“Our  time  prohibits  us  from  allowing 
lengthy  discussion  with  students,”  said 
Wilcox.  He  urged  that  students  who 
wished  to  express  an  opinion  on  an  issue 
should  bring  it  up  with  a vice-president 
before  the  meeting. 

Prominent  on  the  Council  agenda  is  a 
proposal  from  Wilcox  concerning  the 
formation  of  an  ASBYU  Student 
Foundation,  to  operate  in  conjunction 
with  the  office  of  University 
Development.  According  to  Wilcox  the 
office  would  supervise  the  raising  of 
funds  for  the  erection  of  buildings, 
scholarships  and  projects  to  benefit  the 
university.  The  council  is  scheduled  to 
vote  on  the  measure  today. 

Social  Vice-President,  Walt  Marlowe, 
will  occupy  time  on  the  agenda  to  seek 
ratification  of  a bill  which  would  return 
all  profits  made  on  Social  Office  activities 
to  that  office  to  be  spent  on 
entertainment  for  the  student  body. 

Marlowe,  who  introduced  the  proposed 
by-law  last  week,  expressed  the  desire 
that  excess  profits  gained  be  spent  on  free 
concerts  and  parties  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  “Students  spend  the  money  for 
entertainment  and  that’s  what  we  should 
give  them,”  he  said. 

The  proposal  met  with  opposition  for 
some  council  members  who  felt  that 
funds  could  be  directed  in  “more 
worthwhile”  directions.  “By  definition,” 
said  Wilcox,  “the  students  wouldn’t  have 
spent  it  in  the  first  place  if  they  hadn’t 
felt  they  were  getting  their  money’s 
worth.” 

Marlowe  countered  with  claims  that 
students  had  requested  that  the  funds  be 
spent  strictly  on  entertainment  and  not 
put  into  the  general  ASBYU  fund  as  is 
current  policy.  “Some,  told  me  they 
didn’t  even  want  the  money  donated  to 
the  library,”  he  said.  The  council  plans  a 
final  vote  on  the  proposal  today. 

Marti  Wilson,  vice-president  of  women, 
will  present  a request  today  for  $629  in 


expenses  to  finance  a trip  for  she  and  her 
sucessor  to  the  National  Convention  of 
Associated  Women  Students  to  be  held  in 
Chicago  in  March.  A final  vote  is 
expected  from  the  Council. 

Other  business  includes  a decision  on 
funds  to  be  allocated  the  singing  group 
“The  Lamanite  Generation”  for  a trip  to 
Salt  Lake  City  to  perform  at  a-  social 
sciences  convention,  and  a review  of  the 
constitutional  revision  committee  plans.

Leaders 
reach  for 
accord

PEKING  - President  Nixon  and 
Premier  Chou  En-lai  were  reported 
Wednesday  to  have  reached  broad 
agreement  on  continuing  Sino-American 
contacts,  short  of  formal  diplomatic 
relations,  and  exchanging  students, 
scientists  and  reporters  in  a spirit  of 
“peaceful  coexistence.” 

The  general  outline  of  their  prospective 
accord  emerged  as  Nixon  and  Chou  met 
for  more  than  four  hours  at  the 
President’s  lakeside  villa  in  the  western 
suburbs,  a 10-minute  drive  from 
downtown  Peking. 

A light  snow  fell  outside  as  the  two 
leaders  completed  their  longest 
conference.  They  have  held  nine  hours  of 
closely  guarded  discussions  since  Nixon 
arrived  Monday.  The  White  House  staff 
refused  as  usual  to  give  more  than  the 
barest  details  of  who  met  and  when. 

But  as  President  and  Mrs.  Nixon  looked 
forward  to  a five-hour  sightseeing  tour  * 
Thursday  morning  of  the  famed  Great 
Wall  of  China  and  the  Ming  Tombs 
northwest  of  Peking,  resident  western 
diplomats  said  Nixon  and  Chou  had  made 
considerable  progress  in  working  out  a 
formula  for  declaring  a new  era  in  their 
two  countries’  relations.  It  would 
recognize  deep  idealogical  differences, 
but  pledge  to  cooperate  wherever  possible 
to  eliminate  points  of  conflict  in  Asia. 
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Wimmer  named 
month’s  prof. 

Dr.  Larry  T.  Wimmer,  chairman 
of  the  Economics  Dept,  in  BYU’s 
College  of  Business,  has  been 
named  as  February’s  Professor  of 
the  Month  by  the  ASBYU 
Academics  Office. 

According  to  Lewis  F. 
Townsend  III,  co-chairman  of  the 
Professor  of  the  Month 
Committee,  Wimmer  is  the  fourth 
faculty  member  to  be  named  this 
year. 

Selection  of  faculty  members  is 
based  on  student  nomination 
through  the  ASBYU  Academics 
Office.  Nominations  are  subjected 
to  extensive  review  by  a student 
committee  in  addition  to  key 
members  of  the  faculty  and 
administration. 

Wimmer  received  his  B.S.  degree 
from  BYU  in  1960  and  was 
named  “Outstanding  Graduating 
Senior  in  Economics.”  He  earned 
his  M.A.  and  Ph.D.  from  the 
University  of  Chicago,  where  he 
was  honored  by  the  reception  of 
the  four  university  fellowships 
and  the  Lincoln  Foundation’s 
John  E.  Rovensky  Fellowship  in 
Economic  History.

Long  and  costly 

Waterfront  strike  concludes 


The  longest  and  costliest 
waterfront  strike  in  U.S.  history 
ended  Monday,  but  the  effects 
locally  were  slight. 

D.  L.  Melville  of  BYU 
purchasing  reported  that  his 
department  was  hardest  hit  last 
fall  and  summer  before  the  90-day 
injunction  when  the  strikers  went 
back  to  work.  Electronic 
equipment  and  cars  were  the 
major  items  held  up,  since  most 
other  things  such  as  food  and 
books  are  available  in  the  U.S.

three  months  for  a Volkswagen 
and  even  longer  for  a Datsun.” 
But  now,  Melville  said,  “we’re 
getting  quite  a lot  of 
merchandise.” 

“The  longshoremen  didn’t  gain 
a tremendous  amount  by  striking 
so -long.  I don’t  know  if  the 
settlement  could  be  considered  a 
victory  for  the  longshoremen,” 
said  Dr.  Ronald  Roller  of  the 
Economic’s  Dept. 

Nationally,  Roller  said,  the 
strike  “cut  off  foreign  trade”  and 
“probably  helped  anyone  who 
competed  with  Japan.”  He  didn’t 
notice  any  local  effects. 

Dick  Allgire,  assistant  director 
of  public  relations  for  U.S.  Steel 
in  the  Mountain  states  reported 
that  the  effects  on  U.S.  Steel  and 


Geneva  are  “difficult  to  isolate  at 
this  time.” 

He  did  admit  that  the  strike 
“has  helped  Geneva,  but  not  a 
great  deal”  in  slowing  down 
imports  of  foreign-manufactured 
steel. 

Import  car  dealers  such  as 
Datsun,  Toyota  and  Volkswagen 
felt  the  effects  of  the  strike,  but 
some  were  already  prepared. 

Local  Volkswagen  dealer  Bob 
McGee  said  the  strike  hasn’t  had 
any  effect  because  we  were  aware 
it  was  coming  up.”  The 
storehouse  in  San  Francisco 
stocked  an  extra  $7,000  worth  of 
parts  and  15,000  automobiles. 
McGee  said  that  Volkswagen  is 
“better  off  than  we’ve  ever  been.”

Engineering  Week 


Anyone  for  science? 


We  all  know  that  the  Marriott  Activities 
Center  is  the  biggest  and  best  basketball 
arena  in  the  whole  USA,  but  will  the  new 
Engineering  Building  be  the  biggest  and 
best? 

This  is  an  appropriate  question  during 
Engineering  Week,  the  only  week  that 
science  gets  to  show  off  on  this  campus. 

According  to  Allan  Firmage,  chairman 
of  the  committee  assigned  to  its 
construction,  the  Engineering  Building 
certainly  won’t  be  the  biggest,  but  it  will 
be  “one  of  the  best  for  our  needs.” 

These  needs,  of  course,  are  different 
from  those  at  MIT,  Cal  Tech,  or 
Wisconsin  — where  the  very  best 
engineering  is  going  on.  While  MIT  and 
qther  schools  place  greater  emphasis  on 
the  graduate  level,  BYU  engineering  gears 
itself  mainly  to  the  undergraduate.  This  is 
true  for  most  campus  programs.  BYU  is 
primarily  an  undergraduate,  liberal  arts 
institution. 


ONE  would  expect,  therefore,  to  see 
the  greatest  emphasis  on  the  important 
things  in  life.  Unfortunately,  this  may  not 
always  be  the  case.  In  fact,  there  seems  to 
exist  the  recurrent  suspicion  that  too 
much  emphasis  is  placed  on 
entertainment  rather  than  on  solving  the 
world’s  problems.  Entertainment  and 
sports  are  merely  marginal  benefactors  to 
mankind’s  happiness.  They  will  hardly 
solve  the  problems  of  pollution,  disease, 
poverty,  and  immorality. 

But  one  is  not  hard  put  to  discover  why 
BYU  and  the  community  of  Provo  are 
able  to  build  a fine  activities  center.  Most 
everyone-students,  faculty,  and 
especially  alumni-are  sports  enthusiasts. 


Without  spectacular  athletics,  financial 
support  would  fall. 

On  the  other  hand,  science  and.  other 
academic  areas  seem  to  be  of  individual, 
rather  than  collective,  interest.  Student 
appeal  to  science  is  provincial,  despite  the 
fact  that  BYU  is  a liberal  arts  institution. 
If  it  were  not  for  the  science  requirement, 
attendance  in  science  classes  would  drop 
drastically. 

Not  that  it  should  be  that  way.  Science 
plays  a powerful  role  in  modern  society. 
One  cannot  speak  of  the  Space  Age,  the 
Atomic  Age,  and  the  Affluent  Society 
without  acknowledging  the  technological 
advancements  of  science.  One  cannot 
deny  the  fact  that  science  has  played  a

very  significant  part  in  the  reduction  of 
disease  and  poverty  and  in  the 
tremendous  increase  in  material 
well-being.  Of  course,  technology  has 
been  the  cause  of  problems,  too,  like 
pollution.  Nevertheless,  technology  can 
also  solve  the  problems  of  pollution. 

THE  FACT  that  entertainment  (sports) 
gets  more  emphasis  than  academia 
(science)  may  well  be  due  to 
anti-intellectualism.  Certainly,  it  takes 
more  brains  to  work  out  a complex, 
technological  pfoblem  of  science  than  it 
does  to  enjoy  a basketball  game.  When 
was  the  last  time  you  had  a solid 
discussion  of  quantum  mechanics 
(chemistry),  continental  drift  (geology), 
or  for  that  matter,  an  intelligent, 
unemotional,  talk  on  organic  evolution? 

One  cannot  be  an  “educated  man” 
without  some  good  background  in 
modern  science.  Will  we  commit 
ourselves?

WASHINGTON  — A representative  of

Lighter  side 


It  has  now  been  a year  since  President 
Nixon  submitted  his  program  for  creating 
a volunteer  armed  force  to  the  Congress. 
Since  the  requested  legislation  was  almost 
eight  months  in  the  making  due  to  a 
recalcitrant  Senate,  the  recruiting  figures 
are  just  beginning  to  trickle  in.  In  their 
recruiting  reports  for  calendar  year  1971, 
all  services  with  the  exception  of  the  hard 
nosed  Marine  Corps,  reported  gains  in 
voluntary  enlistments  in  the  second  half 
of  the  year.  Since  the  enabling  legislation 
effected  only  half  of  this  six-month 
period,  it  may  be  premature  to  make  final 
judgment  on  the  success  or  failure  of  the' 
President’s  attempt  to  produce  an 
all-volunteer  force. 

The  Department  of  Defense  figures 
indicate  an  increase  in  voluntary 
enlistments  for  all  services  of  16,100,  or 
nine  per  cent  over  the  enlistments  for  the 
same  period  (July-December)  in  1970. 
The  important  figure  for  volunteer  army 
proponents,  the  number  of  “true 
volunteers”  shows  an  increase  of  25,000 
or  22  per  cent.  The  fact  that  the  increase 
in  “true  volunteer”  enlistments  was  more 
than  twice  that  experienced  in  total 
enlistments  indicates  an  encouraging 
trend.

There’s  a big  difference  in  the 
implication. 


“Whiskers  have  a benign  connotation. 
When  somebody  with  facial  hair  is  an  all 
right  guy,  you  think  of  him  as 
bewhiskered.  But  when  there  is 
something  sinister  about  him,  he’s 
bearded.” 

I said,  “I  notice  you  are  using  the 
masculine,  pronoun  in  your  reference  to 
Old  Scratch.  Why  does  the  devil  have  -to 
be  personified  as  a man? 

“In  these  days  of  Women’s  Lib,  why 
not  female  devils?  Lucy  instead  of 
Lucifer,  Old  Nancy  in  place  of  Old  Nick. 

“If  you  can  get  that  across,  your  beard 
defamation  problem  will  vanish 
overnight.” 

My  visitor  shrugged,  “It  wouldn’t  work. 
With  our  luck,  they  would  use  the 
bearded  lady  in  the  circus  for  a model.” 


THE  REPORT  is  not  cause  for 
unrestrained  rejoicing  in  the  Pentagon, 
however.  True  volunteers  (those  not 
induced  to  enlist  from  fear  of  induction) 
still  only  represent  70  per  cent  of  the 
total  accession  requirements  for  all 
services.  When  the  figures  for  the  Army 
only  are  considered,  only  66  per  cent  of 
enlistees  are  volunteers  by  the  Army’s 
method  of  judging.  These  increases  must 
be  viewed  in  the  light  of  the 
implementation  of  almost  the  entire  pay 
increases  proposed  to  create  the 
all-volunteer  force.  Clearly  the  economic 
incentives  intended  to  attract  sufficient 
volunteers  to  the  services  to  remove 
reliance  on  the  draft  have  not  done  the 
whole  job. 

The  most  disturbing  information 
coming  out  of  these  reports  is  an 
indication  that  the  services  are  being 
forced  to  accept  low  quality  in  order  to 
improve  voluntary  accessions.  According 
to  the  statistics  at  hand,  the  Army  was 
able  to  meet  its  planned  enlistments 
during  the  first  three  months  of  this 
period.  However,  when  the  Army  raised 
its  quality  standards  in  the  last  three 
months,  its  recruiters  were  unable  to 
meet  their  quotas.  Several  members  of 
Congress  expressed  a fear  that,  in  order  to 
achieve  the  goal  of  zero  draft,  the 
military  will  be  forced  to  reduce  its 
quality  control  with  potentially  serious 
results. 

AS  HAS  BEEN  SAID,  it  is  still  too 
early  to  pass  final  judgment  on  the  drive 
for  a volunteer  military.  Effectively,  the 
new  pay  scale  has  only  been  able  to 
influence  enlistments  for  three  months. 
The  figures  for  enlistments  in  January  are 
not  yet  available.  The  Pentagon  has  15 
months  left  before  the  President’s  target 
date  in  which  to  make  the  dream  a 
reality.  It  would  be  an  understatement  to 
say  that  the  Department  of  Defense  will 
do  everything  it  can  to  meet  the  deadline. 
Additionally,  the  increased  troop 
withdrawals  from  Vietnam  and  the 
winding  down  of  our  presence  there 
should  aid  their  efforts.  Hopefully,  the 
effort  will  be  successful.  In  order  to  fulfill 
these  hopes,  an  increased  effort  would 
seem  to  be  a necessity. 
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Lawyer  Nixon  and  the  busing  issue

Having  been  thoroughly  prepped  for  his 
visit  to  Peking,  Richard  Nixon  had  no 
difficulty  being  inscrutable  on  the  busing 
issue.  After  meeting  with  a group  of 
anti-busing  congressmen,  the  President 
declined  to  say  precisely  how  he  intended 
to  handle  the  issue,  but  the  White  House 
said  the  President  might  have  something 
to  say  about  it  after  his  return  from  The 
Forbidden  City. 

Back  home,  the  most  popular  panacea 
for  busing  this  month  is  a constitutional 
amendment  tljat  would  outlaw  any 
student’s  being  assigned  to  a school 
because  of  his  race.  This  is  supposed  to 
insure  neighborhood  schools.  But  would 
any  fair-minded  person,  or  court,  deny 
that  race  has  been  a dominant  factor  in 
shaping  American  neighborhoods? 
Wouldn’t  assigning  kids  to  school  on  the 
basis  of  where  they  live  have  pretty  much 
the  same  , effect  as  assigning  them  on  the 
basis  of  race?  There  is  just  enough 
mischief— and  truth— in  such  arguments  to 
make  for  another  generation  of  litigation. 
And  confusion. 

WHILE  OTHERS  are  playing  politics 
with  this  issue,  Spiro  T.  Agnew  has  used 
his  talent  for  candor  to  quiet  passions  on 
this  occasion  instead  of  arousing  them. 
The  vice  president  said  he  was  against  any 
constitutional  amendment  on  busing 
because  it  “fuzzes  and  obfuscates  the 
entire  issue”  instead  of  clearing  it  up. 

And  Elliot  Richardson,  the  very  correct 
secretary  of  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare,  has  raised  his  still  small  voice  in 
the  administration  against  a 
constitutional  amendment  on  the  subject. 
He  says  he  hasn’t  seen  one  clear-cut 
enough  to  do  the  job.  There  may  not  be 
one.  It  might  be  impossible  to  devise 
constitutional  language  that  would 
segregate  the  country  by  neighborhood 
and  at  the  same  time  assure  equal 
opportunity.  There  are  some  aims  too 
devious  to  be  expressed  in  the  language  of 
constitutional  law,  which  is  a great 
compliment  to  that  language. 


Because  there  is  nothing  uniform  about 
busing,  because  it  varies  from  locality  to 
locality,  it  is  an  issue  ideally  suited  for 
judicial  decisions,  which  can  vary  from 
time  to  time  and  case  to  case.  The 
common  law  has  been  the  salvation  of 
Western  juris-prudence  before,  and  it  may 
yet  be  the  country’s.  It’s  a flexible  way  to 
deal  with  a flexible  problem.  Where  the 
inconvenience  of  busing  amounts  to 
injustice,  the  best  response  is  to  appeal 
and  appeal  and  appeal,  to  recast  the  case 
with  each  change  of  circumstance— rather 
than  adopt  a constitutional  amendment 
that  might  combine  the  disadvantages  of 
being  both  inflexible  and  unclear. 

IT’S  NOT  as  though  busing  were  the 
issue  in  this  controversy.  The  issue  more 
likely  is  the  integrated  school  at  the  end 
of  the  line.  Else  explain  how  so  many  of 
those  who  now  wax  passionate  over  the 
expense  and  uncertainty  of  busing  could 
raise  no  objection  to  the  huge  legal  fees 
and  general  foofaraw  once  invested  in 
preserving  segregation.  One  thing  this 
controversy  could  use  is  a little  more 
candor.  Suppose  students  were  being 
bused  for  some  purpose  other  than 
integration.  Say,  in  order  to  consolidate 
country  schools.  There  would  certainly 
be  objections,  and  have  been,  but  would 
they  provoke  a movement  to  amend  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States? 

It  is  hard  to  believe  that  Richard 
Nixon,  politician  though  he  is,  is  really 
prepared  to  preside  over  the  return  of  Jim 
Crow.  Lawyer  Nixon  must  be  wary  of 
tinkering  with  the  fundamental  law  of  the 
land  in  order  to  exploit  a hot  political 
issue,  and  he  must  be  aware  of  the 
complications  and  mischief  lurking 
behind  this  deceptively  simple 
amendment.  This  is  one  of  those  rare 
occasions  when  it  would  be  more 
complimentary  to  believe  that  a politician 
was  just  toying  with  a volatile  issue  rather 
than  being  sincere  about  it.  One  hopes 
that  Richard  Nixon  may  be  concerned, 
too,  about  his  image  not  just  at  the  polls 
but  in  the  history  books:  That  a 
president  dedicated  to  bringing  the 
American  people  together  should  be 
serious  about  keeping  them  apart  would 
be  a sad  irony.

Chinese  coolies  illegal 


‘We’ll  carry  our  battle  to  all  states’ 


President  Nixon  promised 
Republican  governors  in  a letter 
yesterday  he  would  not  write  off 
any  section  of  the  country  in  his 
campaign  for  re-election. 

‘‘One  of  my  strongest 
convictions  is  that  a candidate  for 
president,  under  no 
circumstances,  should  write  off 
any  section  of  the  country  or  any 


state  in  the  country,”  said  Nixon. 
“You  can  be  sure  that  we  will  go 
all  out  to  carry  our  battle  to  the 
opponent  in  Michigan  as  well  as 
the  other  states.” 

The  letter,  dated  before  the 
President  left  Washington  for 
China,  was  read  to  a meeting  of 
GOP  governors  attended  by 
Attorney  General  John  N. 


Mitchell,  who  will  become 
Nixon’s  campaign  manager,  and 
Sen.  Robert  J.  Dole  of  Kansas, 
chairman  of  the  Republican 
National  Committee. 

Gov.  William  G.  Milliken  of 
Michigan  read  the  letter  as  a 
response  to  a dispute  among 
Democratic  governors. 


The  House  has  passed  and  sent  to  the  Senate  legislation  to  repeal  a set 
of  18th  century  laws  now  making  it  illegal  to  traffic  in  Chinese  coolies. 

Lawmakers  said  the  move  was  strictly  coincidental  and  in  no  way 
related  to  President  Nixon’s  being  in  China. 

Talks  resume 

The  United  States  and  South  Vietnam  yesterday  called  off  their 
boycott  of  the  Vietnam  peace  talks  and  agreed  to  meet  the  Communist 
delegates  today. 

In  announcing  their  decision,  the  American  and  South  Vietnamese 
delegations  said  in  statements  they  hoped  the  Communists  will  show  a 
“constructive”  and  “serious”  attitude  at  the  conference  table. 


Four  giants 

South  Vietnamese  troops  stumbled  upon  four  giant  Chinese-made 
mortars  capable  of  firing  160mm  shells  about  five  miles.  They  were 
believed  the  first  such  artillery  pieces  ever  seen  inside  South  Vietnam. 

An  earlier  sweep  in  the  same  area  uncovered  a network  of 
Communist-built  artillery  tunnels  dug  into  hillsides  above  a key  fire 
base.  Intelligence  officers  said  the  discoveries  indicated  the  Communists 
could  be  preparing  a major  seige  in  the  area. 


...  for  reasons  known  only  to  God 

Blacks  are  denied  the  priesthood  in  the  Mormon  Church  for  reasons 
known  only  to  God,  said  Heber  J.  Wolsey,  public  relations  officer  for 
the  LDS  Church,  during  a faculty  senate-sponsored  panel  at  the 
University  of  Wyoming. 

He  said  Mormons  do  not  feel  blacks  are  inferior.  Each  person  will 
have  the  right  to  obtain  the  priesthood,  he  said,  but  for  blacks  to 
receive  the  right  it  would  take  a revelation  from  God. 

Dwivt  James,  a member  of  the  UW  Black  Students  Alliance,  said  his 
race  “would  remain  concerned  with  the  situation.  We  don’t  expect  any 
revelation.” 

“We  will  forever  be  screaming  against  any  doctrine  that  implies  that 
one  man  is  inferior  to  another,”  James  said. 

Darius  Gray,  a black  Mormon  who  attended  BYU,  said  he  chose  the 
Mormon  religion  even  though  he  knew  of  the  black  prohibition.  He  said 
the  black  clause  was  “not  a curse,  only  a temporary  restriction.” 

Re-election  recount 

The  Supreme  Court  ruled  yesterday  that  Indiana  state  authorities 
have  the  constitutional  right  to  conduct  a recount  of  the  1970 
re-election  of  Sen.  Vance  Hartke  who  is  now  bidding  for  the 
Democratic  presidential  nomination. 

Hartke’s  defeated  Republican  opponent,  Richard  L.  Roudebush, 
demanded  the  recount. 

A Hartke  spokesman  interpreted  the  decision  as  meaning  the  case  will 
be  sent  back  to  the  Indiana  supreme  court  for  reconsideration.  The 
state  court  has  held  the  state  recount  law  unconstitutional  in  the  past. 

State  courts  have  differed  on  whether  states  can  conduct  recounts  of 
congressional  elections  because  of  the  constitutional  provision  that  the 
House  and  Senate  “shall  be  judge  of  the  elections,  returns,  and 
qualifications  of  its  own  membership.”

WAC  Commissioner  Stan  Bates 
was  on  hand  for  the  BYU-Utah 
game  last  weekend.

Everybody  is  talking  about  the 
New  York  Nets  signing  Jim 
Chones,  a junior  from  number 
two  ranked  Marquette.  How  do 
you  feel  about  the  pros  raiding 
the  college  teams? 

I am  disappointed  to  see  the 
ABA,  or  anybody  for  that  matter, 
go  ahead  with  that  sort  of  thing. 
They  want  to  win  their  argument 
in  favor  of  the  pro  merger  at  the 
expense  of  college  basketball.  I 
don’t  think  it’s  a good  thing  for 
anything  to  disrupt  college 
basketball.  If  they  can  take  a boy 
like  him,  they  can  take  anybody. 
It  hurts  the  university,  and  in  the 
long  run  I believe  that  it  is 
detrimental  to  the  athlete. 

Have  you  heard  of  any  pro

WAC? 

At  the  present  time,  I know  of 
no  infractions  in  our  conference. 

In  the  Western  NCAA  Regional 
Playoffs,  the  Pacific  Eight 
Conference  draws  a bye  in  the 
first  round,  while  the  WAC,  PCAA 
and  Big  Sky  loops  must  battle  it 
out  in  preliminaries  in  Pocatello.

perennial  basketball  power,  so 
their  conference  naturally  is 
seeded  higher  than  the  others. 

How  do  you  see  the  opening 
round  playoff  game  between  BYU 
and  Long  Beach  State? 

I believe  that  the  WAC  team  in 
the  Pocatello  playoffs  will  have  a 
“home  area”  advantage.  Other 
than  that,  I believe  the  two  clubs 
are  evenly  matched.  (Long  Beach 
is  number  six  in  the  UPI  poll  this 
week,  BYU  is  tied  for  number 
seven).  I certainly  hope  that  the 
WAC  team  makes  it  to  the 
regionals  in  Provo. 

What  do  you  anticipate  will  be 
the  WAC’s  position  on  the  new 
freshman  eligibility  rules? 

We  will  hold  a conference 
meeting  in  the  near  future  to 
discuss  league  guidelines.  Rather 
than  leave  the  policy  up  to  the 
individual  schools,  I wouldn’t  be 
surprised  to  see  the  conference  set 
up  some  guidelines  on  freshman 
play.  As  you  probably  know,  the 
WAC  was  one  of  the  proponents 
of  the  frosh  eligibility  move. 

We’ve  heard  a lot  of  talk  about 
conference  expansion,  especially 
in  the  terms  of  Hawaii.  Are  there 
any  serious  expansion  moves 
under  way? 

Not  presently.  I personally  can’t 
work  for  expansion  unless  the 
university  presidents  want  it. 
Expansion  is  determined  by  the 
collective  desire  of  the  league 
member  presidents.

Creating  a new  world  with  electronics 
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Benson’s  Bench

In  the  WAC  wrestling  world,  BYU  commands  respect  similar  to 
UCLA  in  PAC  Eight  basketball,  or  Nebraska  in  Big  Eight  football.  As 
the  cliche  goes,  they  are  the' cream  of  the  crop.  When  the  Cougars  don’t 
win,  it’s  the  exception  rather  than  the  rule. 

BYU  wrestling  hasn’t,  always  enjoyed  this  commanding  position.  In 
fact,  grappling  in  the  intermountain  west  is  just  beginning  to  gain 
prominence.  It  was  only  eight  years  ago  that  the  snowball  started  down 
the  hill. 


IN  1965  BYU  managed  to  lure  Fred  Davis  to  coach  on  the  Provo  mat. 
Davis  was  a product  of  ‘wrestling  country  U.S.A.’  He  attended 
Oklahoma  State  University  and  was  a member  of  no  less  than  three 
national  championship  teams  from  1954  to  1956.  As  a senior  Davis 
won  the  NCAA  championships  to  show  he  was  the  best  wrestler  in  the 
nation  at  167  pounds. 

Fred  Davis  brought  his  skill  and  experience  along  with  a unique 
coaching  talent.  Things  began  to  happen. 

His  First  year  Davis  coached  the  wrestlers  to  a WAC  fourth  place 
finish.  Then  came  first  places  every  year  through  last  season,  except  for 
a second  place  in  19.69. 

DAVIS’  dynasty  has  been  no  accident.  Good  coaching  and  recruiting 
have  paid  off.  Top  wrestlers,  with  better  offers  from  other  schools,  have 
chosen  BYU  because  of  the  coaching  reputation. 

This  year  looked  to  be  possibly  the  best  ever.  But  somebody  threw  a 
whammy  on  the  wrestlers.  Injuries  and  illness  have  taken  their  toll.  The 
WAC  finals  this  week  will  be  close. 

Comparable  to  UCLA  losing  Bill  Walton  or  the  Cat  cagers  losing  the 
services  of  Kresimir  Cosic,  BYU  wrestling  suffered  a serious  takedown 
when  star  performer  Laron  Hansen  was  sidelined  for  the  season  with  a 
dislocated  right  elbow.  . 

NOT  ONLY  is  Hansen  a great  wrestler.  But  he’s  also  a natural  team 
leader.  He  loved  the  sport,  and  the  spirit  was  catching  with  his  mates. 

Collegiate  wrestling  lost  one  of  its  finest.  The  only  ones  smiling  are 
likely  those  at  142,  Laron’s  wrestling  weight. 


American  basketball  is  wearing  a black  eye  this  week.  And  it’s  the 
dollar  sign  that  threw  the  punch. 

THE  NEW  YORK  Nets  signing  of  Jim  Chones,  Marquette  hardwood 
star,  for  over  $1,000,000  rules  both  parties  out  of  any  sportsmanship 
trophies. 

Chones  claimed  hardship,  apparently  rightfully  so.  But  keeping  his 
ink  off  the  paper  for  a couple  of  weeks  wouldn’t  have  ended  his 
employment  future  with  professional  basketball. 

Marquette  deserved  some  allegiance,  at  least  for  two  more  weeks. 
Their  national  championship  chances  were  chilled  with  the  Chones 
change.  They  have  given  the  6-11  star  the  spotlight  attraction  that 
caused  the  pros  to  stand  up  and  take  notice.  In  return,  they  are  due 
some  respectful  repay  by  the  player.

Polish  admiral?  A Boston 
outfielder?  Better  still,  who  cares? 

BYU  swim  fans  may  not  realize 
the  enormous  debt  they  owe  to 
the  athlete  from  University  of 
Indiana.  The  ex-world  record 
holder  in  the  breaststroke 
provided  a lot  of  the  inspiration 
that  pushed  BYU’s  Rob  Stoddart 
to  his  position  as  one  of  the  finest 
swimmers  in  Aquacat  history. 


Family  Living  Center  from  7 to 
1 0 p.m.  to  further  explain  the 
thrills  of  skydiving.  During  the 
entire  week,  a table  displaying 
jumping  equipment  has  also  been 
set  up  in  the  ELWC. 

The  45  members  of  the  club, 
including  several  women,  meet 
Wednesday  evenings  for  their 
regular  meetings,  which  are 
actually  training  sessions.  At  these 
sessions  club  members  learn  safety 
procedures,  how  to  pack  chutes 
and  how  not  to  get  sick  before  a 
jump.  Jumping  problems  are  also 
discussed.  These  might  consist  of 
difficulties  in  exiting  from  the 
plane  or  in  getting  stable  in  the 
air. 

SATURDAYS  are  the  most 
popular  time  for  jumping.  On  a 
typical  Saturday  a diver  may 
make  as  many  as  four  or  five 
jumps  during  the  day. 

When  asked  why  she  jumps  one 
coed  replied,  “It’s  the  most 
beautiful  sense  of  freedom  I’ve 
ever  had.” 

“It’s  absolutely  quiet,  and  there 
is  no  one  to  bother  you.  You  are 
above  the  whole  world  for  three 
or  four  minutes.” 

Other  reasons  for  jumping 
ranged  from  the  standard  reply, 
“Because  it’s  there,”  to  a more 
thoughtful,  “You  go  for  your  ego 
and  learn  about  how  to  handle 
yourself  in  a crisis.” 

“Skydiving,”  summed  up  one 
jumper,  “is  something  few  people 
on  earth  do  or  will  ever  do.  It’s 
cool  to  know  you’re  one  of  a 
select  few.”

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Stoddart,  also  a breaststroke 
artist,  began  his  watery  career  at 
the  age  of  five.  At  age  1 1,  he  was 
already  into  the  high-pressure 
competition  that  starts  swimmers 
younger  than  any  other  sport. 
“Swimming  is  a year-round 
proposition,’’  remarks  the 
Canadian  senior.  He  rates  track 
and  rowing  in  the  same  league 
with  his  own  sport  in  degree  of 
dedication. 

AND  DEDICATION  is 

Stoddart’s  byword.  A normal 
day’s  workout  for  the  St. 
Catherines,  Ontario  product 
includes  a two-hour  stint  in  the 
morning,  another  two-hour 
session  in  the  afternoon,  and  an 
hour’s  weights  in  case  he’s  not 
tired  after  13,000  yards  worth  of 
exertion. 

BYU  entered  Stoddart’s  life  as  a 
high  school  senior.  Hearing  of  the 
fine  aquatic  program  and  the 
Rocky  Mountains  close  by,  he 
contacted  Coach  Walt  Cryer  “on  a 
whim,”  and  then  forgot  about  it 
until  the  United  States  AAU  meet 
in  North  Carolina. 

There  in  Dixie  Rob  was 
impressed  by  all-america  butterfly 
stylist  Fred  Baird.  The  combined 
influence  of  Baird  and  Cryer  soon 
brought  the  young  swimmer  into 
the  Cougar  pack. 

Stoddart  first  came  to  BYU 
without  any  scholarship  aid  at  all, 
but  soon  proved  his  worth, 
winning  the  WAC  200-yard 
breaststroke  as  a freshman.  He 
repeated  the  next  year  and  last 
year,  as  a junior,  slipped  to 
second.  His  top  goal  this  spring  is 
regaining  his  title,  and  he  says, 
“it’s  more  important  to  win  than 
to  hit  any  special  time.” 

LAST  WEEK’S  thrilling  upset 
win  over  Utah  ranks  with  the 
breaststroker’s  top  thrills,  but 
there  have  been  many  others. 
Stoddart’s  skill  has  taken  him  all 
over  the  hemisphere  and  the 
world.

Games,  where  he  firtished  a 
creditable  fifth  in  the  200-meter 
breaststroke.  “I  was  swimming 
beside  a guy  from  Mexico,  and  I 
thought  to  myself,  ‘that  guy’s  not 
too  good’  ” Stoddart  recalls.  The 
little  Mexican  that  Stoddart  beat 
so  easily  in  1967  turned  out  to  be 
Felipe  Munoz,  Olympic  gold 
medalist  in  1968  in  the  Mexico 
City  games. 

In  those  1968  games,  Stoddart 
himself  was  an  alternate  on  the 
Canadian  team,  but  was  prevented 
from  going  by  lack  of  financial 
support.  However,  1970  found 
the  Cat  star  in  Scotland  for  the 
British  Commonwealth  Games.  By 
now  somewhat  of  a globetrotter, 
Stoddart  followed  with  a 
hitchhiking  jaunt  through  France, 
Belgium,  and  Holland. 

THIS  SPRING  and  summer  will 
see  Stoddart  paddling  toward 
some  more  of  the  challenges  he 
thrives  on.  He  will  try  in  the 
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NCAA  meet  for  the  coveted 
all-America  honors  that  go  to  the 
top  12  swimmers  in  each  event. 
Then  this  summer,  he  will  attempt 
to  crack  the  Canadian  Olympic 
squad  for  the  Munich  games.  He 
gives  himself  a “fairly  good 
chance”  of  success.

Students  speak  out  on  basketball  lottery

Seven  weeks  have  past  since 
BYU  students  turned  to  “chance” 
for  basketball  tickets. 

And  despite  complaints  of  not 
enough  seats  or  discrimination 
against  “those  who  really  want  to 
go  to  the  games,”  the  lottery  is 
still  popular  among  nearly  50  per 
cent  of  the  students,  according  to 
a recent  Daily  Universe  survey. 

Students  pick  up  tickets  for 
final  home  games  of  the  season 
today  and  tomorrow. 

In  the  survey  nine  per  cent  of 
the  265  students  polled  rated  the 
lottery  system  as  “excellent”  and 
3 1 per  cent  termed  it  “good.” 
Twenty-three  per  cent  were 
neutral  in  opinion,  17  per  cent 
rated  it  “fair,”  and  20  per  cent 
snubbed  it  as  “poor.” 

In  comparison,  48  per  cent  of 
those  polled  considered  the  old 
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system  of  waiting  overnight  in  the 
SFH  West  Annex  as  “poor,”  while 
23  per  cent  rated  it  “fair,”  1 2 per 
cent  “all  right,”  11  per  cent 
“good,”  and  five  per  cent 
“excellent.” 

THERE  was  little  change  in 
opinion  towards  the  old  system 
after  the  lottery  was  set  up. 
Forty-five  per  cent  said  they  had 
considered  the  old  system  “poor” 
before  the  change,  24  per  cent 
“fair,”  20  per  cent  “all  right,” 
nine  per  cent  “good”  and  three 
per  cent  “excellent.” 

Many  of  those  queried  urged  for 
more  student  seats,  However, 
ticket  chairman,  Sid  Thulin,  said 
not  all  of  the  student  seats  have 
been  picked  up  during  the  season 
thus  hurting  chances  for  future 
seat  allocations.

said  the  Council  must  study 
present  commitments  to 
non-university  persons  before 
decisions  will  be  made  for 
allowing,  more  than  the  allotted 
10,000  student  seats  for  next 
season. 

High  on  the  complaint  list  was 
the  question  of  the  avid  fan. 

“The  last  two  years  I went  to  all 
the  home  games.  This  year  I have 
missed  three,”  said  one  student. 
“I  used  to  camp  out.  Now 
everyone,  including  those  who 
might  not  normally  try,  get  in  the 
lottery.  Everyone  should  have  a 
chance,  but  if  one  is  willing  to  try 
harder,  he  should  have  a better 
ehance.” 

ASBYU  President  Reed  Wilcox 
said  he  would  “like  to  see  some 
tickets  for  those  who  are  willing 
to  pay  a price  to  get  them.” 

Thulin  claimed  the  lottery  does 
not  take  in  consideration  the  avid 
fan  and  suggested  that  next  season 
block  seating  remain  the  same  but 
randomized  seats  be  distributed 
first-come  first-serve  as  before  in 
the  West  Annex. 

The  Universe  poll  also  quizzed 
students  if  they  had  been  able  to 
attend  every  game  to  which  they 
wanted:  46  per  cent  said  yes,  54 
per  cent  answered  no.  Of  those 
who  answered  no  23  per  cent 
missed  one  game,  29  per  cent  two 
games,  24  per  cent  three  games 


and  22  per  cent  four  or  more 
games. 

“Have  you  found  the  new 
system  has  eliminated  most  of  the 
problem  qf  long  lines?” 
Response:  78  per  cent  yes,  22  per 
cent  no.

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Pat  feeds  pigs,  kisses  a little  girl,  and 
shudders  at  gold  and  silver  needles 


PEKING  (UPI)  - First  Lady  Pat 
Nixon  fed  pigs  at  a people’s 
commune  yesterday,  admired  a 
glassmaker’s  craft,  applauded 
precision  gymnasts  and  shuddered 
at  her  first  glimpse  of  the  ancient 
Chinese  practice  of  acupuncture. 

“I  think  it  is  sort  of  rude  to 
watch,”  said  Mrs.  Nixon,  turning 
away  in  apparent  embarrassment 
as  two  young  girls  stuck  gold  and 
silver  needles  into  the  body  of  a 
gaunt,  68-year-old  farm  woman 
lying  stretched  out  on  her  left  side 
on  a cot. 

THE  SCENE  was  a highlight  of 
Mrs.  Nixon’s  90-minute  tour  of 
the  6,000-acre  Evergreen  People’s 
Commune,  an  agricultural 
cooperative  -of  9,100  households 
near  Peking  that  is  typical  of  the 
self-governing  peasant 
communities  established 
throughout  the  Chinese 
countryside. 

In  a prearranged  demonstration 
for  Mrs.  Nixon  in  the  commune’s 
medical  clinic,  nine  needles  were 
applied  to  nerve  endings  in  the 
white-haired  patient’s  shoulder, 
arm  and  leg  as  a form  of 
anesthesia. 

THE  WOMAN  said  to  be 
suffering  paralysis,  nodded,  smiled 
and  said  in  Chinese,  “Yes,  hello 


Nihoa,”  when  asked  if  she  knew 
who  the  American  visitor  was. 

Wearing  a fur-lined  red  wool 
coat  and  tight  black  boots  on  her 
stroll  along  snow-swept  yellow 
dirt  roads,  Mrs.  Nixon  recalled  her 
girlhood  days  on  a California  farm 
as  she  tossed  food  to  snorting 
pigs,  and  visited  an  elderly  couple 
whose  sparsely  furnished, 
two-room  home  was  decorated 
with  a geranium  plant  and  a 
portrait  of  Mao  Tse-tung. 

MRS.  NIXON  sat  behind  a desk 
in  a second-grade  classroom  where

PEKING  (UPI)  - President 
Nixon  gave  his  blonde  daughter 
Tricia  Nixon  Cox  a special 
birthday  present— a telephone 
call  via  satellite  from  Peking. 

First  Lady  Pat  Nixon, 
speaking  with  reporters  in  the 
kitchen  of  the  Peking  Hotel, 
said  the  President  called  Tricia 
to  wish  her  a happy  26th 
birthday. 

Mrs.  Nixon  said  the 
telephone  reception  via 
satellite  was  “clear  as  a bell.” 


rosy-cheeked,  pig-tailed  children 
proudly  demonstrated  their 
talents  in  multiplication  and  sang 
Mao’s  praises  with  such  songs  as 
“I  love  Chairman  Mao,  our  great 
leader”  and  “I  am  a little  member 
of  the  commune.” 

She  bent  down  and  kissed  one 
little  girl  and  hugged  another  as 
they  called  out  good-bye  in 
Chinese.  “You  can  tell  them  hello 
from  all  the  children  in  America,” 
she  told  an  interpreter. 

STOPPING  AT  the  commune’s 
general  store,  Mrs.  Nixon  noticed 
“Rudolph  the  Red-Nosed 
Reindeer”  among  the  toys  lining  a 
shelf. 

Later,  sporting  a newly 
purchased  green  silk  scarf,  Mrs. 
Nixon  drove  to  a Peking  glassware 
factory  where  she  saw  young  girls 
twisting  colored  glass  cylinders 
under  a blue-red  flame  to  fashion 
exquisite  miniature  animals  and 
other  figures. 

“Ah,  that’s  the  symbol  of  our 
party,”  she  said,  spying  a small 
glass  elephant. 

SHE  MET  Chia  Mei-tin,  a short, 
plump,  smiling  woman  who 
oversees  the  factory’s  523 
workers.  “You’re  a pretty  good 
boss.  Everyone  likes  you,”  Mrs. 
Nixon  said. 


Chinese  news  media  far  exceeds  expectations 


HONG  KONG  (UPI)  - The 
domestic  publicity  being  given 
President  Nixon’s  China  visit  by 
the  Chinese  news  media  has  far 
exceeded  expectations. 

It  is  unprecedented  only  to  the 
extend  that  Nixon’s  visit  is 
unprecedented. 

Many  other  heads  of  state  or 
other  high  level  visitors  to  China 
have  received  as  much  or  more 
publicity  in  the  past. 

But  these  were  people  from 
countries  or  organizations  or 
Communist  parties  with  which 
China  had  friendly  relations. 

The  fact  that  China  and  the 
United  States  have  no  formal 
relations  is  what  makes  the 


unexpected  state  of  publicity 
inside  China  so  significant. 

It  indicates  that  the  Chinese 
leadership  seems  sufficiently 
certain  of  the  outcome  of  talks 
with  Nixon  to  tell  the  Chinese 
people  that  a new  day  definitely 
has  dawned  for  Sino-American 
relations. 

One  point  that  must  be  kept  in 
mind  in  assessing  the  extensive 
publicity  is  that,  while  it  surely 
signifies  a desire  for'  and 
expectation  of  better  relations, 
the  Chinese  can  turn  it  off  just  as 
easily  as  they  can  turn  it  on. 

Nixon’s  visit  started  off  on  a 
subdued  note.  But  as  soon  as  he 
saw  Mao-in  a highly  unusual 


first-day  meeting,  even  for  a more 
friendly  dignitary-the  situation 
changed  quickly  and  dramatically. 

Peking  radio,  which  did  not 
report  Nixon’s  arrival  until  more 
than  an  hour  after  his  plane 
landed,  began  extensive  coverage 
after  his  meeting  with  Mao. 

Since  then,  almost  every  news 
program  on  the  nationwide 
network  has  carried  at  least  one 
report,  and  sometimes  many  more 
on  the  Nixon  visit. 

In  addition,  these  reports  have 
been  piped  into  factories, 
classrooms,  people’s  communes, 
restaurants  and  other  public 
places  over  wired  rediffusion 
networks,  according  to  travelers 
from  China.

He  began  his  broadcasting 
career  with  KSL  in  1965  and  later 
worked  for  CBS  headquarters  in 
New  York.

As  this  is  your  first  and  last  semester  as  Chief  Justice 
of  the  ASBYU  Supreme  Court,  since  you  will  be 
leaving  for  law  school  in  the  fall,  what  do  you  hope  to 
accomplish  during  the  spring  term  in  regards  to  the 
Court? 

My  duties  as  Chief  Justice  don’t  vary  drastically  from 
the  duties  of  any  one  of  the  justices  on  the  court. 
Mainly  we’ll  be  continuing  the  program  which  has  been 
on-going  for  some  time.  That  is  roughly  to  conduct  a 
court  of  final  appeals  in  student  government  issues  and 
act  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution. 

Is  the  Supreme  Court  strictly  a court  of  appeals? 

Yes.  That  was  its  original  intent.  We  do  have  the 
consiitutional  power  of  assuming  original  jurisdiction 
where  we  deem  proper  but  that’s  a power,  as  you  can 
see,  that  could  very  easily  be  abused. 

Is  there  any  appeal  beyond  the  Supreme  Court?  Can 
a case  go  to  the  University  court  system? 

Oh  sure.  We’re  talking  about  the  student  government 
structure  now.  There’s  a sort  of  delineated  succession 
of  procedure  for  anything  through  the  court  system. 
And  at  any  point  along  there  we  can  flip  the  switch 
and  go  over  to  the  university  to  the  administration,  to 
standards,  or  whatever  seems  best.  But  I consider  that 
in  most  cases  a “cop  out.”  I think  this  is  the 
organization  of  the  associated  students  at  BYU  and  we 
should  try  as  far  as  possible  to  keep  our  own  house  in 
order.  And  in  the  vast  majority  of  cases  this  is  going  to 
be  successfully  brought  about. 

Do  you  have  the  power  of  judicial  review  of  the 
Constitution? 

When  we  speak  of  judicial  review,  it  is  in  reference  to 
specific  cases  that  have  arisen.  In  that  sense  the 
Supreme  Court  interprets  the  Constitution,  so  it 
wouldn’t  make  sense  to  say,  as  has  been  editorialized  in 
the  Daily  Universe  recently,  to  question  the 
constitutionality  of  a decision  of  the  ASBYU  Supreme 
Court  because  it  is  by  definition  constitutional.  If  they 
don’t  like  our  decisions,  they  can  impeach  us  or  change 
the  laws. 

Do  you  actually  have  the  right  to  fine  students,  even 
though  there  are  no  penalty  clauses  attached  to  the 
law? 

The  answer  to  that  depends  entirely  on  your  legal 
philosophy.  Do  the  courts  have  the  power  to  do  just 
what  is  specifically  stated  in  written  statutes  or  do  they 
have  the  power  to  do  anything  that  is  not  specifically 
prohibited  in  written  statutes  or  does  the  true  way  lie 
somewhere  in  between? 

How  do  you  feel? 

I feel  that  in  the  specific  context  of  our  university 
student  government  the  ASBYU  constitution  is  a 
skeletal  framework  and  it  has  provisions  for  being 
amended  and  filled  in  more  completely  by  executive 
by-laws  and  also  by  the  interpretation  of  the  court.  1 
think  it  is  necessary  that  it  be  structured  that  way  to 
• have  any  continuity  at  all.  If  you  try  to  make  your 
laws  too  inclusive,  you  run  into  the  old  pharasitic, 
mosaic  law  idea  of  a law  for  everything  and  no  power 
of  interpretation. 

You  have  been  on  the  court  for  nearly  two  years 
now,  do  you  feel  that  the  Supreme  Court  has  lost  or 
gained  respect  in  comparison  to  previous  courts? 

I don’t  know  how  accurate  my  perception  would  be, 
particularly  now  as  a participant  on  the  court.  I can  say 
that  my  perception  when  I first  became  aware  of  this 
sector  of  student  government  was  very  favorable.  That 
was  back  when  Steve  Gulbrandsen  was  Chief  Justice 
and  they  were  conducting,  the  hearings  into  the  alleged 
election  problems  with  Brian  Walton  (ASBYU. 
President).  I thought,  “Gee,  they  handled  that  well. 
They  were  above  petty  personal  grievances.  They  were 
above  simply  standing  for  privileged  positions  one  way 
or  another.”  That’s  been  my  ideal  working  in  the 
court.  A member  of  the  Supreme  Court  can  be  above 
student  politics.  He’s  appointed  for  the  rest  of  his 
tenure  as  a member  of  the  student  body,  except  for  the 
possibility  of  impeachment  and/or  resignation.  He 
can’t  hold  any  other  office  in  student  government.  It

The  court’s  ‘teetlr 

seems  to  me  that  a member  of  the  court,  rather  than 
being  a student  politician,  is  in  a fine  position  to 
consider  these  issues  on  their  own  merits  rather  than 
being  unnecessarily  sensitive  to  pressures  from  the 
student  body  or  possibly  power  sources  in  student 
government  or  from  the  administration. 

What  kind  of  “teeth”  does  the  court  have  to  back  it 
when  it  imposes  a fine?  If  a person  refuses  to  cooperate 
must  you  turn  to  University  Standards? 

Yes.  I think  that  would  be  the  ultimate  recourse.  Of 
course  in  our  most  recent  experience  we  had  pretty 
good  confidence  that  the  defendant  would  act 
honorably  in  following  our  decision. 

What  is  your  method  of  follow-through  on  Marlowe 
for  instance? 

Let  me  take  that  from  the  brief.  “By  majority  rule  in 
the  court  the  substance  of  punishment  was  determined 
to  be  the  full  amount  of  the  violation,  $225.94.  Since 
Mr.  Marlowe  has  already  paid  $175,  the  court  instructs 
him  to  pay  the  balance,  $50.94,  to  the  ASBYU  Social 
Office  funds  within  a reasonable  amount  of  time.  A 
copy  of  his  cancelled  check  in  receipt  for  payment 
shall  be  presented  to  the  Attorney  General  as 
confirmation  of  payment.”  I should  reaffirm  that  we 
have  perfect  confidence  in  Walt’s  integrity  in  carrying 
this  out  on. his  own. 

You  mentioned  in  your  brief  some  things  which 
students  should  be  able  to  expect  from  their  officers. 
What  were  they? 

Behind  the  Chief  Justice 

At  the  helm  of  the  ASBYU  judicial  system 
sits  Roger  Bullock,  24,  Chief  Justice  of  the 
Supreme  Court.  Bullock,  who  hopes  to  enter 
law  in  the  Fall  is  in  the  process  of  completing 
work  on  a Master’s  degree  in  Sociology.  A 
native  of  Merced,  Calif.,  he  was  appointed  to 
the  Court  in  the  Fall  of  1970,  after  completing 
a mission  to  Brazil.  Bullock  talked  with  the 
Daily  Universe  about  his  expectations  for  the 
Supreme  Court  and  the  entire  judicial  system 
reviewed  herein. 


Basically  the  court  wants  to  assure  the  students  of 
BYU  that  they  have  every  right  to  expect  from  their 
representative  officers  the  highest  degree  of  compliance 
with  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  guidelines  established 
for  their  official  activities.  Elected  officers  are  in  no 
sense  a law  unto  themselves,  and  neither  is  student 
government  a private  club  subsidized  with  ASBYU 
money.  Neither  is  it,  as  one  student  government  leader 
has  editorialized,  a profit-making  business  in  which 
excess  profits  may  be  rewarded  through  parties  and 
banquets.  The  Court  believes  the  vast  majority  of 
student  government  workers  to  be  motivated  by  ideals 
of  service  and  not  effectively  retained  through  so  base 
a motivation  as  the  expectation  of  ASBYU  funded 
benefits,  beyond  the  modest  provisions  allowed  in 
written  statutes. 

, This  court  wholeheartedly  subscribes  to  the  ideal 
that  a public  office  is  a public  trust,  no  less  in  student 
affairs  than  in  municipal,  state  or  federal  government. 
The  ethics  of  representative  democracy,  let  alone  the 
religious  concept  of  stewardship,  dictate  strict 
accountability  on  the  part  of  officers  for  the 
disposition  of  their  trust.  The  court  believes  them  to 
be,  without  exception,  capable  of  exercising  the 
integrity  and  judgment  necessary  to  execute 
successfully  their  stewardships. 

One  by-law  that  was  passed  by  the  Executive  Council 
last  week  makes  the  Finance  Office  the  court  of 
original  jurisdiction  for  financial  violations.  Do  you 
feel  that  the  student  body  officers  should  be  involved 
in  the  judicial  system? 

Their  use  of  the  word  “court”  may  not  be  entirely 
accurate  here  but  for  all  intents  and  purposes,  yes,  I 
think  it’s  a valid  function  of  that  sector  of  executive 
government  in  watching  over  the  activities  of  executive 
government. 

Do  you  see  any  problem  with  making  the  person 
who  signs  the  checks  responsible  for  the  violation  of 
the  person  who  submitted  the  request  for  funds? 

There  could  possibly  be  a conflict  of  interest  there 
but  in  the  ultimate  sense  you  have  to  rely  on  a person’s 
integrity  and  beyond  that  we  have  a system  of  checks 
and  balances  which  could  detect  a situation  like  that. 
Beyond  that  there  is  a very  explicitly  delineated  chain 
of  appeal  after  the  original  decision. 

Are  you  able  to  function  completely  with  three 
justices  when  you  should  have  five? 

It  would  be  nice  to  have  five.  We  can  do  our  business 
with  three,  though,  constitutionally  and  procedurally. 
We  had  such  a difficulty  in  agreeing  just  the  three  of  us 
on  the  matter  of  punishment  in  the  Marlowe  issue  that 
I wonder  what  kind  of  a situation  we  would  have  with 
five.  I have  a great  deal  of  respect  for  the  judgment  of 
both  of  the  justices.  I am  personal  friends  with  both  of 
them  and  have  perfect  confidence  that  their  judgment 
was  based  on  a rational  evaluation  of  the  issues  and  not 
on  any  extraneous  considerations.  We  prayed  about 
this  and  took  the  matter  very  seriously  and  debated  the 
matter  for  hours  and  the  majority  ruled  in  the  court. 
We  aren’t  a bishopric.  It’s  a majority  rule. 

Do  you  welcome  a revision  of  the  constitution? 

I think  that  such  a revision  could  effectively  be  a 
part  of  the  on-going  processes  of  refining  our  statutes. 
It  is  sort  of  a dialectic  process.  New  statutes  are 
brought  into  play  but  they  only  exist  in  the  ideal  until 
they’re  applied  in  the  concrete  reality  of  the  situation. 
That  is  the  final  test  of  the  viability  of  any  written  law. 

How  many  cases  do  you  handle? 

The  volume  of  business  justifies  our  meeting  twice  a 
month.  The  vast  majority  of  the  cases  are  traffic 
appeals.  Many  of  these  rest  on  questions  that  the  court 
does  not  feel  can  be  profitably  dealt  with  by  the  courts 
and  we  decline  hearing  them.  In  a practical  sense  very 
often  they  are  cases  of  a student’s  word  against  the 
traffic  officer’s.  There’s  no  appeal  in  that. 

What  are  you  doing  about  getting  permanent  meeting 
places  and  times? 

We’ve  tried  to  standardize  our  meeting  times  to  the 
first  and  third  Saturdays  of  each  month  in  room  388  of 
the  Wilkinson  Center.  We  want  the  students  to  know 
that  the  channels  of  appeal  are  open  to  them. 
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Questions  answered 
on  student  constitution 

Who  makes  up  the  Associated  Students  of  Brigham  Young  University? 
ANSWER-A11  full-time  students  shall  be  members  of  the  student 
association. 

What  can  I as  an  associated  student  at  BYU  do  when  I feel  that  I have 
received  an  unjust  ticket  from  security? 

ANSWER— First  you  could  take  the  matter  to  the  appellate  traffic 
Court.  Next  if  you  then  feel  that  a proper  solution  to  the  problem  has 
not  been  reached  your  next  recourse  of  action  would  be  to  appeal  the 
ticket  to  the  Supreme  Court. 

What  is  the  Supreme  Court? 

ANSWER-The  judicial  authority  of  the  student  association  shall  be 
vested  in  a Supreme  Court  and  other  inferior  courts  as  shall  be 
established  by  the  Executive  Council  with  the  approval  of  the  Supreme 
Court.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  be  composed  of  four  justices  and  one 
chief  justice  who  shall  all  hold  office  until  their  membership  in  the 
student  association  is  terminated.  Each  justice  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
student  association  president  and  approved  by  a majority  of  the 
Executive  Council.

‘Deciding  right  and  wrong’ 


What  are  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Supreme  Court? 

ANSWER-The  Supreme  Court  shall  have  original  jurisdiction  where  it 
deems  proper  and  may  compel  a case  to  be  reviewed.  The  Supreme 
Court  shall  have  final  appellate  power  in  all  judicial  matters.  The 
Supreme  Court  may  not  declare  any  law  to  be  retroactive  (in  effect 
at  a time  preceding  its  enactment  by  the  Executive  Council).  The  chief 
justice  shall  preside  over  the  Executive  Council  in  cases  of  impeachment 
of  any  elective  officers.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  appoint  a new  student 
oody  president  from  the  Executive  Council  membership  in  the  event 
that  the  offices  of  student  body  president  and  executive  vice-president 
become  vacant.  The  Supreme  Court  justices  may  hold  no  other  position 
in  student  government. 

What  are  the  Rules  and  Procedure  of  the  Supreme  Court? 
ANSWER-The  Supreme  Court  wll  basically  follow  judicially  accepted 
rules  for  witnesses,  evidence,  et. 

The  presiding  officer  of  the  court  shall  dictate  minor  items  of  protocol, 
such  as  standing  while  addressing  court,  language  while  addressing 
court,  etc. 

In  the  absence  of  the  chief  justice,  the  presiding  officer  of  the  court  will 
appoint  one  of  the  associate  justices  to  preside. 

What  are  some  of  the  judgments  passed  on  traffic  court  appeals? 
ANSWER-(l)  May  be  found  guilty  and  sustained  a stated  fine.  If 
necessary  the  student  may  work  off  the  stated  fine.  (2)  It  may  find 
guilty  and  suspend  the  fine  because  of  other  circumstances.  (3)  It  may 
find  not  guilty  and  suspend  the  fine.  (4)  It  may  recommend  the 
suspension  of  certain  traffic  privileges  of  repeated  violators  on  the  BYU 
campus.  Such  recommendations  must  be  made  to  the  University 
Standards  committee. 

What  are  the  traffic  Court  duties? 

ANSWER-(l)  The  traffic  court  shall  hear  and  decide  the  appeal  of  any 
student  of  BYU,  concerning  any  legal  traffic  violation  on  the  BYU 
campus.  These  appeals  must  be  made  in  accordance  with  traffic 
standards  that  shall  be  issued.  (2)  The  traffic  court  shall,  without 
favoritism  or  .prejudice,  render  just  decisions,  to  the  extent  of  its  ability 
to  do  so,  to  all  persons  who  appear  before  it.  (3)  The  traffic  court  shall 
issue  warning  to  those  who  are  repeated  violators,  as  to  possible 
restrictions  or  penalties  that  will  follow  repeated  violations. 

Where  can  you  appeal  a traffic  court  decision? 

ANSWER- A decision  of  the  traffic  court  is  appealed  to  the  Supreme 
Court  serving  as  an  appellate  court. 


Deciding  between  right  and 
wrong  in  ASBYU  matters  is  no  . 
clear  cut  task  according  to 
Supreme  Court  justices  Tom 
Gunn  and  Sanford  Okura. 

“It’s  not  in  anyway  easy  to 
decide  between  right  and  wrong,” 
remarked  Gunn,  “It  could  go 
either  way.”  Appointed  one  year 
ago  by  former  ASBYU  President, 
Brian  Walton,  the  Provo  junior 
majoring  in  international  relations 
and  economics  finds  court 
experience  “fascinating,”  yet 
“sad”  that  it  is  so  difficult  to 
decide  just  what  justice  is. 

ASPIRING  TO  A career  in 
African  economic  development, 
Gunn  pointed  out  that  students 
know  far  too  little  about  the 
court  system  at  BYU.  “There’s 
normally  very  little  awareness  of 
the  Supreme  Court  except  when 
there  is  something  spectacular  like 
the  Marlowe  case,”  he  said. 

Okura,  a graduate  student  in 
Ancient  Scripture,  and  likewise  a 
Walton  appointee,  feels  that  he 
has  personally  gained  a great  deal 
from  the  experience.  “I’ve  gained 
a lot  of  insight  into  the  whole 
process  of  how  people  think,”  he 
emphasized,  “and  it  continually 
amazes  me  that  the  same  facts  can 
be  misconstrued  differently  by 
different  people.” 

The  pre-law  student  from  Hilo, 
Hawaii  said  he  feels  also  that  there 
is  too  little  knowledge  among 
students  of  ASBYU  judicial 
workings.  “I  think  that  every 
student  should  at  least  be  familiar 
with  what  is  in  the  constitution,” 
he  said.

Qualities  in  considering  justices 


According  to  ASBYU  President 
Reed  Wilcox,  three  qualifications 
are  considered  in  selecting 
Supreme  Court  and  Traffic  Court 
nominees. 

The  first  characteristic 
examined  is  the  integrity  of-the 
nominee.  Is  he  honest,  sincere  and 
truthful?  Is  he  dedicated  to  the 
Church? 

The  second  qualification  is  the 
nominee’s  level  of  intelligence.  His 
grades  are  evaluated,  said  Wilcox. 
The  question  is  also  asked:  Can 
this  person  bear  responsibility? 

The  potential  nominee  is  given 
hypothetical  cases  to  analyze  to 
judge  his  temperament  and  his 
impartiality. 

Thirdly,  the  nominee’s 
experience  in  judicial  matters  is 
considered,  although  Wilcox  said 
prior  experience  is  not  necessary. 


Associate  Justice  on  the  ASBYU 
Supreme  Court. 

“We  need  to  have  ^n  active  and 
able  Supreme  Court.  I feel  that 
my  contribution  to  the  students 
can  be  greatest  in  this  area,” 
Harrison  said. 

ASBYU  President  Reed  Wilcox 
nominated  Harrison  for  the 
position  and  the  Executive 
Council  approved  him  last 
Thursday.  He  is  not  a full-time 
justice  but  said  that  he  is  an 
“alternate.” 

Harrison,  who  did  not  have  any 

Ombudsman  offspring 


judicial  experience  before  his 
appointment,  is  currently  working 
with  the  Constitution  Revision 
Committee.  He  receives  on-the-job 
training  while  serving  as  a 
non-voting  justice. 

Harrison  said  that  his  main 
purpose  on  the  court  is  to  provide 
a “backlog  of  experience”.  Wien 
one  of  the  full  time  justices  leaves, 
he  would  be  able  to  step  in  and 
occupy  the  departing  justice’s 
position,  with  no  drop  off  in 
court  experience.

He  also  said  that  experience  on  automatic  ‘in’  to  a Supreme  Court 
the  Traffic  Court  is  not  an  position. 


“We  look  for  quiet  people  that 
are  not  easily  opinionated  by 
other  people  or  events,”  Wilcox 
said. 

There  are  two  steps  in  the 
process  of  appointing  a Supreme 
Court  or  Traffic  Court  justice. 
First,  the  ASBYU  President 
nominates  the  person  to  be 
appointed.  In  the  selections  this 
year,  Wilcox  consulted  with 
ASBYU  Attorney  General  Dave 
Lyons  before  submitting  the 
nominations  to  the  Executive 
Council. 

The  final  step  is  the  Executive 
Council  approval  of  the 
President’s  nomination.  The  new 
justice  is  then  authorized  to  sit  on 
the  court.

A powerful  SLAP  has  made  the 
city  safer  for  BYU  students  and 
faculty  members. 

SLAP  (Student  Legal  Assistance 
Program)  is  a student-operated 
offspring  of  BYU’s  Ombudsman 
Office.  Its  sole  purpose  is  to 
provide  assistance  to  BYU 
students  and  faculty  when  -legal 
questions  arise. 

One  example  was  Bob. 

BOB,  A BYU  STUDENT, 
needed  some  quick  cash.  He 
noticed  an  ad  in  a magazine 
promising  “instant  money”  by 
selling  upholstery.  Bob  responded/ 
to  the  ad,  and  received  the 
necessary  materials.  The 
upholstery  outfit  extended  a 
“grace  period”  so  that  if  Bob, 
after  examining  the  merchandise, 
decided  against  participating  in 
the  program,  could  return  the 
material  at  no  cost  to  him. 

Bob  decided  against 
participating,  so  he  returned  the 
material.  He  received  a letter  back 
from  the  company  stating  that  he 
waited  too  long  before 
responding,  and  that  he  owed  the 
company  $200  for  the  materials. 
In  this  letter,  the  company  quoted 
laws  supporting  the  claim. 

BOB  CONSULTED  with  Dex 
Andrews,  coordinator  for  the 
Students  Legal  Assistance 
Program.  Andrews  reviewed  Bob’s 
case  and  realized  that  professional 
legal  assistance  would  be 
necessary.  He  prepared  Bob  for  a 
trip  to  an  attorney  by  gathering 
together  the  contracts  signed  by 
Bob  and  a copy  of  the  original 
advertisement.  Doing  this, 
Andrews  explained,  would  assist 
the  attorney  in  more  rapidly 
advising  Bob. 

Andrews  made  an  appointment 
for  Bob  with  a local  attorney  who 
has  volunteered  to  work  with 
SLAP.  The  appointment  was  kept, 
but  instead  of  costing  Bob  the 
normal  legal  rate  of  $30  per  hour, 
the  appointment  only  cost  Bob 
five  dollars.  There  were  two 


FIRSTLY,  all  attorneys  who 
have  volunteered  to  help  SLAP, 
charge  only  $ 1 5 for  the  first 
hour’s  consultation.  Then,  the 
Ombudsman  Office,  through  an 
allocation  from  BYU  Student 
Funds,  pays  $10.  There  remains 
only  a $5  charge  for  the  student. 

The  attorney  studied  the  case, 
and  decided  that  Bob  did  not 
need  to  pay  the  $200  upholstery 
fee.  He  instructed  Bob  to  write  to 
the  company  and  explain  his 
actions.  Bob  wrote,  stating  that  he 
had  consulted  an  attorney,  and 
was  advised  against  paying  the 
money.  He  never  heard  from  the 
upholstery  company  again. 

THIS  CASE  is  only  one  sample 
of  what  goes  on  in  the  SLAP 
Office.  The  office  receives  about 
1 0 referrals  (complaints  about 
mistreatment)  per  week  from 
students  seeking  legal  advice. 
These  complaints  can  either  be 
written  on  special  forms  provided 
by  the  office,  or  can  be  tape 
recorded  over  the  phone  on  the 
office’s  24-hour  answering  service. 

Complaints  are  then  given  to 
Ombudsman  Mike  Bush,  who, 
after  reviewing,  assigns  complaints 
according  to  category  to  the 
office  specialist  in  charge  of  that 
type  of  complaint. 

THE  SPECIALIST  then  reviews 
the  complaint,  and  decides 
whether  or  not  it  will  be  necessary 
for  the  “victim”  to  see  an 
attorney  While  most  cases  are 
referred  to  an  attorney,  often 
another  plan  of  attack  would  be 
most  effective  in  combating  the 
problem.

the  court  tries  to  determine  if  the 
student  had  a valid  reason  for  not 
knowing  the  rules. 

A new  student  who  has  been  on 
campus  only  a few  days  may  be 
given  special  consideration.  In 
other  cases  the  parking  zones  may 
not  be  clearly  indicated. 

Corless  requested  that  students 
be  informed  that  service  area 
parking  is  prohibited  on  Sunday 
as  well  as  weekdays,  since  many 
students  receive  tickets  on  Sunday 
because  of  parking  in  these  areas. 

DURING  FALL  SEMESTER 
the  court  heard  80  cases  involving 
moving  violations,  according  to 
ASBYU  Attorney  General  Dave 
Lyon. 

Of  these  69  resulted. in  verdicts 
of  guilty  and  1 1 of  not  guilty.  A 
number  of  the  guilty  verdicts 
resulted  in  reduced  or  suspended 
fines  due  to  special  circumstances.

A student  may  appeal  the 
decision  of  the  traffic  court  to  the 
ASBYU  Supreme  Court.  This 
appeal  requires  the  submission  of 
five  copies  of  a legal  brief  to  the 
court  which  will  then  decide  if  it 
should  hear  the  case. 

The  court  recognizes  three 
reasons  for  hearing  a case.  They 
are:  1.  a constitutional  issue  2.  a 
point  of  law  3.  overriding 
considerations  of  fairness  and 
justice. 


Of  the  10  or  12  traffic  cases 
appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court 
this  school  year  about  four  or  five 
have  been  heard  by  the  court 
according  to  David  Earl,  Assistant 
to  the  Attorney  General. 

Earl  advises  students 
considering  an  appeal  to  contact 
Student  Defender  Robert  Alsop 
who  can  usually  tell  them  if  an 
appeal  is  valid  and  assist  in  their 
defense  if  they  decide  to  appeal. 

BYU  receives  its  right  to 
regulate  traffic  on  campus  from 
the  State  Code  41-6-18,  according 
to  Justice  Ken  Wright.  The  traffic 
court  is  established  and  conducted 
under  the  provisions  of  the 
ASBYU  Executive  Council  by-law 
XI-B-2-68. 


DISSIDENT  SENTENCED 

MOSCOW  (FCNS)  - A Soviet 
court  has  sentenced  Vladimir 
Bukovsky  to  seven  years  of  hard 
labor  and  five  additional  years  in 
exile,  probably  in  Siberia. 

Bukovsky,  28,  has  already  spent 
about  seven  years  in  mental 
hospitals  and  prisons  for  his  acts 
as  a political  dissident.  Bukovsky 
has  consistently  protested 
conditions  under  the  Soviet 
regime  and  cultivated  the 
friendship  of  Western  journalists. 

In  his  trial  Bukovsky,  who 
suffers  from  heart  trouble,  was 
specifically  charged  with  trying  to 
smuggle  a printing  press  into  the 
Soviet  Union,  of  “disseminating 
slanderous  lies  about  the  social 
and  government  system  of  the 
USSR,”  and  of  trying  to  get  two 
soldiers  to  help  him. 

The  government  news  agency 
Tass  said  Bukovsky  did  not  deny 
the  charges  before  the  court. 

The  charges,  which  as  “activity 
airried  at  undermining  and 
weakening  Soviet  power”  fell 
under  Article  70  of  the  Soviet 
Criminal  code,  netted  Bukovsky 
two  years  in  jail,  five  in  a labor 
camp,  and  five  more  in  exile. 


Although  traffic  court  is  not  the  most  pleasant  sport  to  spend  an  afternoon  or  evening,  offenders 
have  the  opportunity  to  present  their  case  and  possibly  escape  paying  a fine  by  appearing.

When  a student  receives  a ticket 
from  Security  he  has  two 
alternatives.  He  can  pay  the  fine 
or  he  can  appeal  the  citation  to 
the  student  traffic  court. 

The  court  is  composed  of  seven 
student  justices  appointed  by  the 
ASBYU  president.  One  of  the 
justices  is  designated  Chief  Justice 
and  presides  over  the  court.  The 
court  has  original  jurisdiction  over 
all  student  traffic  violations  on 
campus. 

If  a student  feels  he  should  not 
pay  a fine  for  illegal  parking  or 
failure  to  register  his  vehicle  he 
may  sign  his  name  on  the  list 
outside  room  119  of  the 
Wilkinson  Center  and  then  appear 
in  court  on  the  dat.e  for  which  he 
has  signed.  Court  is  held  in  room 
119. 

If  he  wishes  to  appeal  a ticket 
for  a moving  violation  he  must 
visit  the  court  during  its  regular 
hours  and  fill  out  an  appeal  form. 
At  the  same  time  he  should  make 
an  appointment  to  appear  in  court 
the  Wednesday  after  the  appeal 
date.  He  should  also  enter  a plea 
of  not  guilty  or  guilty  with 
explanation. 

IF  THE  STUDENT  FAILS  to 

appear  in  court  within  1 0 minutes 
of  the  time  agreed  upon  he  is 
automatically  found  guilty. 
Exceptions  may  be  made  to  this 
rule  if  the  student  can  prove  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  court  that 
it  was  impossible  for  him  to  keep 
the  appointment. 

If  the  student  pleads  not  guilty 
to  a moving  violation,  the 
Security  officer  who  issued  the 
ticket  must  appear  in  court  and 
serve  as  the  prosecution.  If  the 
officer  fails  to  appear,  the  student 
is  automatically  found  not  guilty. 

If  the  student  pleads  guilty  with 
explanation  he  must  be  prepared 
to  show  extenuating 
circumstances  which  justify  the 
revocation  or  reduction  of  the 
fine. 

The  court  may  find  the  student 
guilty  and  sustain  or  increase  the 
fine.  It  may  find  him  guilty  and 
reduce  or  suspend  the  fine 
because  of  other  circumstances,  or 
it  may  find  him  not  guilty  and 
suspend  the  fine.  It  may  also 
recommend  the  suspension  of 


also  on  Tuesday  from  12:45  to  2 
p.m.  The  secretary  of  the  court  is 
also  in  the  office  on  Thursday 
between  12:10  and  1 p.m.  All 
cases  involving  moving  violations 
are  heard  Wednesdays  between  7 
and  9 p.m. 

At  least  two  justices  must  be 
present  for  moving  violation  cases, 
but  it  is  the  policy  of  the  court 
that  three  justices  be  present  for 
such  cases.  One  justice  may  hear 
parking  violation  cases. 

In  a court  case,  the  plea  is 
reviewed  and  the  charge 
examined. 

The  student  is  allowed  to 
present  his  version  of  what 
happened,  and  the  court  questions 
him.  A street  map  or  a chalkboard 
is  often  used . to  make  sure  the 
testimony  is  understood. 

If  a Security  officer  is  present 
he  may  cross-examine  the  student, 
and  the  student  may 
cross-examine  him.  The  court  may 
ask  questions  at  will  to  both  the 
prosecution  and  defense. 

AT  THE  END  OF  THE 
QUESTIONING  the  court  usually 
deliberates  in  private  for  a few 
minutes  while  the  involved  parties 
wait  outside.  It  then  renders  a 
verdict. 

In  some  cases,  however,  longer 
deliberation  and  personal 
investigation  of  the  scene  of  the 
alleged  violation  may  be 
necessary. 

“We  have  to  sleep  nights,”  Ken 
Wright,  one  of  the  student 
justices,  said,  commenting  that  he 
and  his  colleagues  try  to  be  fair 
and  impartial. 

Chief  Justice  Roger  Corless 
who,  like  the  other  justices,  serves 
without  pay,  admits  that  some 
cases  are  hard  to  decide,  especially 
when  a Security  officer  is  not 
present  and  the  court  must  rely 
exclusively  on  the  student’s 
testimony  regarding  extenuating 
circumstances. 

In  such  cases,  he  says,  the  court 
checks  for  internal  inconsistencies 
in  the  student’s  testimony  and  for 
contradictions  of  known  fact.  The 
’court  must  accept  his  testimony 
as  validd,  Corless  said. 

The  great  majority  of  cases 
heard  by  the  court  involve  parking 
violations.  In  deciding  these  cases 


other-  more  serious  offenses.  In 
these  cases  the  Security  officer 
issues  a Provo  City  citation,  and 
the  case  is  handled  by  the  city. 

If  the  student  fails  to  either 
appear  in  court  or  pay  the  fine 
within  1 4 days  of  receiving  a 
citation,  or  if  he  fails  to  pay  a fine 
after  being  found  guilty  by  the 
court,  a hold  will  be  placed  on  his 
records. 

If  a student  can’t  afford  to  pay 
his  fine  he  can  make  arrangements 
with  the  court  to  work  it  off  at 
the  Utah  State  Mental  Hospital, 
doing  kitchen  or  outdoor  work. 

The  court  hears  parking  and 
registration  cases  Monday  through 
Friday  from  4:10  to  5:30  p.m., 


certain  traffic  privileges  of 
repeated  violators. 

When  necessary,  the  court  is 
empowered  to  fine  students  for 
contempt  of  court. 

THE  STUDENT  COURT  does 
not  handle  such  offenses  as 
drunken  or  reckless  driving  or 
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Judicial  system  serves  students 


Student  Defender  protects 

“We’re  trying  to  help  the  students  and  the  administration  establish 
some  kind  of  rapport  between  them.” 

That  is  how  Robert  Alsop,  a senior  in  English  from  Salt  Lake  City, 
sees  his  position  as  ASBYU  Student  Defender.  Since  his  appointment 
last  October,  he  has  defended  three  traffic  cases  before  the  ASBYU 
Supreme  Court.  Most  of  the  counsel  he  gives  is  to  students  unhappy 
with  a Traffic  Court  decision. 

“It’s  hard  to  see  very  many  areas  where  students  could  come  to  me,” 
Alsop  says,  “but  I’d  like  to  see  students  come  in  who  are  involved  with 
a specific  issue  and  feel  that  a law  or  ruling  isn’t  fair.” 

Alsop  and  his  assistant  Forrest  Smith,  are  available  to  any  student 
who  needs  advice  appealing  a decision  to  the  Supreme  Court.  They  help 
the  student  submit  a brief  to  the  court,  and  if  the  case  is  accepted,  they 
will  defend  him. 

Just  because  the  court  may  refuse  to  hear  a case  does  not  mean  they 
automatically  sustain  the  original  decision,  Alsop  points  out.  “The 
decision  can  be  overruled  without  coming  to  trial.” 

“Very  fair,  yet  very  just,”  is  how  Alsop  describes  the  court.  “If 
someone  is  guilty,  they’re  not  going  to  get  away  with  it.” 

“Both  kinds”  of  students  come  to  Alsop  for  advice  he  says.  “We  do 
get  real  honest  cases,  where  the  student  really  feels  he  has  been  treated 
unfairly.  Those  are -the  ones  we  work  the  hardest  on.  But  it  is  hard  to 
put  your  heart  in  something  when  they  are  just  trying  to  beat  a rap.” 

“This  is  the  first  year  that  the  student  defender  has  really  been  doing 
something  as  far  as  I know,”  says  Alsop.  “We’re  trying  to  review  what 
the  purpose  is  and  see  how  we  can  best  help  the  student.” 

Most  cases  arise  because  a ruling  is  misunderstood,  Alsop  explains. 
“From  what  I’ve  been  able  to  see,”  he  also  says,  “the  administration  is 
generally  fair  and  accurate  in  its  rulings,  but  sometimes  aa  mistake  is 
made  and  that  is  where  we’d  like  to  help.”

Attorney  General  advises 

“The  recent  dispute  over  Social  Office  expenditures  has  strengthened 
&e  role  of  the  ASBYU  Attorney  General,  but  it  remains  essentially 
advisory  in  nature,”  says  Attorney  General  Dave  Lyon,  a senior  in 
economics  from  Overton,  Nev. 

Passage  of  a new  by-law  last  week  assigns  the  Attorney  General  as 
prosecutor  in  cases  involving  alleged  financial  violations  by  a member  of 
student  government.  Lyon  says  it  was  passed  “partially  but  not  totally” 
because  of  the  recent  controversy  involving  misuse  of  Social  Office 
funds. 

Lyon  says  that  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  give  the  Attorney 
General  three  other  functions:  . serving  as  advisor  to  the  Executive 
Council  on  the  constitution  and  representing  ASBYU  and  Security  in 
cases  appealed  to  Traffic  Court  and  the  Supreme  Court. 

The  Attorney  General  is  appointed  by  the  ASBYU  President.  Lyon 
was  chosen  last  September  by  Reed  Wilcox.  His  first  experience  in  the 
student  judicial  sy^em  was  a Traffic  Court  justice  last  summer. 

“Service  on  the  Traffic  Court  gave  me  a chance  to  obtain  first-hand 
knowledge  of  judicial  organization  and  procedures  as  well  as  the 
problems  faced  by  the  court,”  Lyon  says. 

But  Lyon’s  main  job  is  to  advise  the  student  on  his  rights  and  on 
courtroom  procedures  as  well  as  in  prosecuting  cases.  Any  student  is 
welcome  to  check  with  his  office  for  advice  on  writing  briefs, 
conducting  pleas,  etc. 

Lyon  also  helps  screen  applicants  for  positions  on  the  Traffic  Court. 
Depending  on  the  court  case,  he  occupies  either  the  defending  or 
prosecuting  position.  In  cases  of  financial  violation  Lyon  will  advise  the 
accuser,  while  the  Student  Defender  helps  the  defendant.  In  traffic 
cases  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court,  he  prosecutes  the  case  for 
Security. 

Two  assistant  attorney  generals  appointed  by  Lyon  are  Dave  Earl  and 
Martin  Harris. 


Students  wonder  who  to  call.  . . 


. . immoral  not  to  help 


Security’s  jurisdiction  extends  beyond  BYU

When  asked  about  student’s 
rights,  Swen  C.  Nielsen,  Chief  of 
BYU  Security,  said,  “Being  a 
student  does  not  place  one  in  a 
special  category  of  citizenship.  A 
student  has  no  more  nor  less 
rights  than  any  other  citizen.” 

BYU  Security  deals  with  two 
separate  routes  of  appeal  after  a 
person  is  accused,  arrested  and 
charged  with  a crime.  Traffic 
violators  go  through  the  student 
court  provided  by  the  university. 
Non-traffic  violations  go  directly 
to  the  city  courts. 

It  was  also  found  out  that  the 
University  does  not  intervene  on 
behalf  of  a student  who  is  charged 
with  a crime.  This  is  true 
“whether  the  crime  is  committed 
on  the  campus  or  indeed  against 
the.  University,  say  in  the  case  of  a 
student  who  steals  something  in 
the  Bookstore.  The  University  is, 
in  effect,  the  victim  but  that 
student  will  be  charged  in  city 
court,  as  would  a non-student  if 
he  did  the  same,”  said  Nielsen. 

A STUDENT  CAN  BE 
ARRESTED  for  any  crime.  When 
the  student  is  arrested,  “the 
typical  thing  that  happens  is  that 
he  is  brought  in  and  at  some  point 
in  the  proceedings,  he  is  advised 
of  his  rights.”  Nielsen  continued 
saying,  “Miranda  vs.  Arizona 
holds  that  a person  must  be 
advised  of  his  rights  prior  to  being 
questioned,  not  because  he  is 
arrested.  We  may  arrest  someone 
whom  we  have  no  intention  of 
questioning  and  therefore,  we 
may  not  advise  him  of  his  rights. 
But  he  must  be  advised  and  must 
intelligently  waive  his  rights 
before  he  can  be  questioned.  If  he 


chooses  to  waive  his  rights  then  he 
is  questioned.” 

“We  may  have  a line-up  but  its 
kind  of  unusual  that  it  may 
happen.  After  that  he  is 
processed,  by  that  I mean,  he  is 
fingerprinted,  photographed  and 
then,  generally,  a date  is  set.  We 
ask  him  to  be  back  in  a certain 
day  at  a certain  time  or  to  meet  us 
in  court  and  we’ll  arraign  him 
there  or  charge  him  in  court.  If  it 
is  a particularly  serious  crime  or 
for  some  other  extenuating 
circumstance  we  may  book  him 
right  then  and  take  him  to  the 
county  jail  and  book  him  into  the 
jail,  at  which  time  he  can  then 
post  bail.”  Nielsen  then  said,  “We 
try  to  avoid  physical 
incarceration.  We  would  rather 
use  a summons  or  merely  release 
him  on  his  own  recognizance  on 
his  promise  that  he’ll  appear  in 
court  at  the  time  he  is 
instructed.” 

EVERYONE  HAS  SEEN  a 

television  epic  that  spectacularly 
videoed  a police  interrogation  of  a 
criminal,  but  Chief  Nielsen  said 
that  any  kind  of  questioning  has 
to  be  within  the  guides  that  the 
courts  have  judiciated.  He 
commented  that,  “You  can’t 
intimidate  people,  you  can’t  do  a 
lot  of  things  that,  I think,  people 
often  relate  to  when  they  hear  the 
word  interrogation.  I think  if  the 
person  will  waive  his  rights  I think 
we  have  an  obligation  to  question 
him  carefully.  Often  through  the 
questioning  we  become  convinced 
that  the  person  has  been 
wrongfully  accused.  I would  guess 
most  people  have  the  impression 
that  an  interrogation  is  for  no 
other  purpose  than  to  get  a 
confession  from  somebody.  But 
our  function  is  not  that;  our 


function  is  to  determine  what  the 
truth  is,  and  it  may  be  that  this 
guy  is  clean.  If  that’s  the  case  then 
we  have  an  obligation  to  him  to 
clear  him,  just  as  much  as  if  he’s 
not  we  have  an  obligation  to  do 
what  we  can  to  put  a case 
together.” 

A POLYGRAPH  OR  “LIE 
DETECTOR”  is  used  by  BYU 
Security  “in  a case  where  there  is 
an  unusual  amount  of  evidence 
pointing  toward  the  guilt  of  the 
individual,  not  merely  someone 
accusing,  but  there  is  some 
physical  thing.”  Chief  Nielsen  said 
that  there  has  been  only  one 
person  tested  with  a polygraph 
this  school  year.  The  test  was  at 
the  request  of  the  individual. 
When  a person  insists  that  he  is 
not  guilty  it  helps  Security 
through  instrumentation  to 
reestablish  his  innocence  or  guilt, 
at  least  as  far  as  we’re  concerned 
from  an  investigative  standpoint. 
This  would  enable  us  to  decide 
whether  to  spend  any  more  time 
with  him  as  a suspect  or  to  look 


continued  from  page  2-B 
if  an  attorney  was  included  in  the 
case,  a legal  suit  would  be 
necessary  in  order  to  get  the 
money  from  the  employer.  The 
cost  of  such  legal  action  would 
outweigh  the  money  gained. 

After  some  research,  the  adviser 
learned  that  one  of  the  functions 
of  the  State  Industrial 
Commission  was  to  represent 
employees  with  problems  such  as 
Dave’s.  The  Commission  was 
contacted.  Representatives  met 
with  Dave,  and  within  acouple  of 
weeks  he  had  received  the  money 


for  another  suspect.  “I  would 
guess  in  the  seven  or  eight  years 
that  we’ve  used  a polygraph  that 
probably  99.5%  of  the  people  that 
we’ve  run  we’ve  cleared,  which  to 
me  is  a very  positive  thing  so  far 
as  poligraphy  is  concerned.  It’s 
very  rare  that  we  run  a test.  It’s 
not  something  that’s  used 
indiscriminately,”  said  Nielsen. 

The  most  frequent  offense  that 
Security  handles  involves  some 
type  of  theft,  not  including  traffic 
violations.  “Now  by  theft,”  said 
Chief  Nielsen,  “you’ve  got  to 
understand,  I mean  the  whole 
spectrum  of  theft.  That  could  be 
shop-lifting,  stealing  in  the  dorms, 
burglary,  whatever.  But  after  that, 
we  probably  get  a similar 
conglomeration  of  disorderly 
persons  and  that  would  include 
drunks,  fighting,  simple  disturbing 
the  peace,  and  some  minor  sex 
crimes. 

Legally  BYU  Security  has 
jurisdiction  off  campus.  “The 
officers  are  sworn  in  as  regular 
special  police  officers  and  that 


from  his  employer  at  no  cost  to 
him. 

THE  SLAP  OFFICE  was  started 
by  Mike  Bush  in  1970,  shortly 
after  he  initiated  the  Ombudsman 
Office.  He  was  deluged  with  legal 
problems,  and  decided  that  the 
seriousness  of  the  problems 
warranted  special  assistance.  He 
learned  that  most  students  with 
legal  problems  could  not  afford 
professional  assistance,  so  he 
contacted  local  attorneys  and 
made  special  arrangements.  There 
are  presently  six  attorneys 
affiliated  with  the  office,  and  that 


makes  them  peace  officers  of  the 
state.  From  an  administrative 
viewpoint  we  make  an  effort  to 
concentrate  our  efforts  on  the 
campus,  but  at  the  same  time  if 
we  are  enroute,  for  example,  from 
the  campus  to  check  out  the 
motion  picture  studio  out  there  in 
the  river  bottoms,  and  going  up 
the  diagonal  we  see  a drunk  driver 
who  is  all  over  the  road  and  is 
going  to  kill  himself  or  somebody 
else,  we’ll  pull  him  over  right 
there,  although  it’s  off  campus.” 


“NOT  INFREQUENTLY  we 

get  a call  from  someone  in  distress 
off  campus.  For  some  reason 
some  students  are  not  sure  who 
they  should  call,  in  that  they  are 
students.  Should  they  call  the 
University  Security  office  or  the 
Provo  police?  So  it’s  not 
infrequent  that  we  get  a call,  say  a 
prowler  call  or  some  other  sort  of 
call,  from  an  apartment  house  or 
dwelling  off  campus,  however, 
only  students  live  there. 


number  will  soon  triple.  So  far,  no 
student  with  a legal  problem  has 
been  unable  to  afford  the  first 
hour’s  $5  fee.  The  vast  majority 
of  legal  problems  can  be  solved  in 
a single  hour  of  consultation. 

“I  THINK  all  our  attorneys  are 
really  good,”  said  Andrews.  “We 
have  never  received  a bad  report 
from  students  about  them.” 

The  majority  of  complaints  are 
related  to  student-landlord 
conflicts,  and  with  insurance 
claims.  Complaints  are  received 
from  faculty  members  as  well  as 
students.
